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Carey  Finishes  Excavation 
in  Israel

group  from  WCC 
returned  before  the  fall 
of  '93  from  an  excava- 
tion at  Biblical  Beth 
Shean  in  Israel.  Dr. 
Daniel  Browning,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  reli- 
gion at  Carey,  directed  the 
program,  which  also  included 
two  weeks  of  intensive  tour- 
ing of  Biblical  sites  prior  to 
the  excavation. 

The  archaeological  work 
was  centered  on  Tel  Beth 
Shean,  a  mound  of  ruins  built 
up  over  centuries  of  occupa- 
tion, which  contains  the 
remains  of  successive  cities, 


chiefly  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment period.  Beth  Shean  is 
best  known  from  the  Bible  as 
the  site  where  Saul's  body 
was  hung  on  the  walls  (1 
Samuel  31:10-12). 

The  Carey  students 
worked  primarily  in  remains 
of  the  Middle  Bronze  Age, 
dating  1750-1550  B.C.  Macon 
Phillips,  a  religion  major 
from  EUisville  and  the  1993- 
1994  SGA  President  at 
Carey,  helped  recover  the 
remains  of  an  infant  buried 
in  a  pottery  storage  jar 
beneath  a  floor.  Eric  Wade,  a 
religion  major  from  Califor- 
nia, uncovered  the  surfaces  of 
several  streets,  each  laid 


about  a  generation  apart 
Robert  Wallace,  a  religior 
major  from  Indiana,  uncov- 
ered an  Early  Bronze  Age  jai 
with  an  inscribed  mark 
resembling  an  eye.  The  Carej 
program,  in  its  third  year,  is 
designed  to  provide  a  variety 
of  experiences.  It  was  a 
rewarding  experience  result- 
ing in  new  and  different 
friends.
